The United States has 75,000 tons 
and 80,000 additional tons auth- 
orized or building. 

“Not only are we far behind 
England, but we. are far behind 
the number Of cruisers needed to 
round out our fleet. We have ten 
Cruisers in service, five building 
and: three authorized, while the 
naval experts agree that he should 
have. at least twenty-five: cruis- 
ers to balance the fleet. 

“Congress does not want to see 
our navy @ecline. Unless some de- 
finite limitation is agreed upon 
at Geneva, I am certain that the 
temper of Congress will be such 
as to vOte at least ten more cruis- 
ers.”
